Aid for Sticky Shifts 
More readers have recently been 
complaining of trouble with sticking 
gear shift*. They get into a gear and 
can't get out again, or there is just 
one gear th a t Ls hard to get into. 
Sometimes the complaint Ls merely 
th at all the shifts are unreasonably 
difficult. In some cases it develop* 
j that the bushing at the base of the
